The  Friends  Meeting  Records,  of  which  Religious 
Society  he  was  a  member,  shows  that  he  came  from 
Flushing,  Long  Island,  to  Monmouth  County,  Anthony 
Woodward  brought  to  Chester! ield  Monthly  Meeting  of 
Friends,  a  certificate  of  mentorship  from  Flushing, 

Long  Island,  dated  1  rao  25th,  168^  and  this  certificate 
is  on  record  in  Liber  B.B,  of  o  lid  Chesterfield  Mee tine 
Records,"  (From  a  manuscript  by  Elizabeth  B.  Satterthwait- 
a  Genealogist  written  fr  1???..) 
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"Among  the  settlers  he  found  many  old  friends, 
the  Foul ken ,  Buntings,  Sykes  and  others  coning  from 
the  same  neighborhood. " (  Bordentown  and  Its  Environs 
p.l«7  by  Major  E .M. Woodward  18?d) 

On  December  14,  1^86,  he  married  Hannah  Foulkes, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Foulkes.  He  undoubtedly  was 
acquainted  with  her  in  England  and  probably  an 
attachment  existed  between  them  that  Urns  renewed  upon 
his  arrival  at  Crosswicks . "

Witnesses  Thomas,  Thomas  Jr.,  Poulkes;  Samuel  Bunting; 
William  Wood;  William  Biddle,  John  Curtis,  Joseph

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"Thomas  Foulkeo,  father-in-law  of  Anthony  YJoodward, 
wao  one  of  the  Commissioners  sent  out  by  the  Proprietors 
of  West  Jersey  to  purchase  the  lands  of  the  Indians,  to 
inspect  the  rights  of  Europeans  claiming  property,  to 
order  the  lands  to  be  laid  out  and  to  administer  the 
government • "  (  Bordentown  and  its  Environs  p.188) 

"Thomas  Foulke  had  arrived  in  America  5*  board  the 
ship  "Kent",  Gregory  Marlow,  Master.  This  ship  was 
the  second  ship  from  London  to  western  parts.  After  a 
tedious  passage  they  arrived  at  Now-Castle,  the  ldth  of 
the  6  mo.,  O.S.,  1  r>77*  From  this  point  the  Commissioners 
proceeded  up  the  Delaware  River  to  a  place  called  Chygoe3 
Island  (From  Chygoe,  and  Indian  sachem,  who  lived  there) 
which  wao  afterwards  Burlington,  their  business  being  to 
treat  with  the  Indians  about  the  land  there  and  to  regulate 
tho  settlements,  having  not  only  the  proprietors,  but 
governor  Andros’  commission  for  that  purpose.  Burlington 
was  laid  out  in  1677*  The  commissioners  gave  it  the  name 
first  of  New  Beverly,  then  Bridlington,  but  soon  changed 
it  to  Burlington."  (History  of  New  Jersey,  Smith  (17r,9) 
ppgs  98-9^-98-99) 

The  authority  of  the  commissioners  of  West  Jersey 
was  confined  to  land  west  of  the  Old  Province  or  Keith 
Line.  The  division  of  Bast  Jersey  and  West  Jersey  was 
established  by  a  quinti-part ite  deed  dated  July  1,  1^77* 
(History  of  Burlington,  Woodward,  p.8) 
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Also  see  "The  Concessions  and  Agreements  of  the  Proprietors, 
Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  Province  of  West  New 
Jersey  in  America"  singed  in  London,  England,  March  3i 
16 ?6/7  by  some  of  the  prospective  emigrants  of  the  colony. 
Later,  many  signatures  were  affixed  to  this  document  in 
America.  This  original,  beautifylly  engrossed  document  on 
vellum  in  a  well  bound  quarto,  is  preserved  in  the  office  of 
the  Surveyor  General  of  V.Test  Jersey  at  Burlington.  A 
complete  copy  of'Tho  Concessions  and  Agreements  of  the 
Proprietors,  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  the  Province 
of  West  Hew  Jersey  in  America"  was  printed  by  the 
Burlington  ^reas,  Burlington,  N.J,  in  1951*  In  this 
reprint  the  introduction  aws  by  Dr.  Henry  H.  Bisbee,  of 
Burlington,  New  Jersey,  May  PO,  1951*  The  quinti-part ite 
deed,  dated  July  1,  1676,  directed  a  straight  line  to  be 
drawn  through  the  province  from  north  to  south,  from  the 
most  southerly  point  of  the  east  side  of  Little  Egg  Harbor 
to  the  most  northerly  point  of  boundary  of  the  Delaware. 

To  the  divisions  were  given  the  names  of  East  and  V/est 
Jersey  respectively. 

George  -Keith  was  Scotch  and  a  resident  of  East  Jersey. 

He  was  Surveyor  General  os  East  Jersey  and  in  1613 7  he 
surveyed  the  line  between  East  and  West  Jersey,  which  line 
was  known  as  the  Keith  or  Province  Lino.  Some  corrections 
were  made  by  agreement  between  Gov.  Dr.  Daniel  Cox  of 
V/cst  Jersey  and  Gov.  Robert  Barclay  of  the  Province  of 
East  Jersey.  (Smith's  History  of  New  Jersey  p. 193-196) 
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It  appears  from  the  records  the  Keith  or  Province 
Lino  between  Ellisdalo  and.  Arnoytown,  Anthony  Woodward's 
house-  homestead  "Ashford"  was  approximately  half  way 
between  those  two  towns  and  on  the  Last  Jersey  side,  or 
the  Monmouth  County  side,  of  this  Province  Line-  was  not 
changed,  and  this  line  (now  a  road)  is  the  County  Line 
betr/oen  Monmouth  and  -Burlington  Counties.  The  lines  of 
these  two  counties  were  established  by  fin  Act  of  Assembly, 
17C3.  Anthony  Woodward,  owned  land  in  West  Jersey,  later 
Burlington  County  and  also  in  Past  Jersey,  later  Monmouth 
County .  This  may  be  the  cause  of  "uny  confusion  as  to 
whether  he  was  of  Burlington  County  or  Monmouth  Countv. 

Ho,  however,  owned  land  in  west  Jersey,  later  Burl in  'ton 
County ,  before  he  owned  land  And  moved  to  Last  Jersey  or 
iMonmouth  County,  as  I  will  now  show.

(1883) •  This  was  in  West  Jersey,  later  Burlington  County. 
(Borden town  and  its  Environs ,p. 180)

in  his  book'  "History  of  Burlin'.. ton  County  (1883)  wrote  on 
pages  288-787  as  follows:  "Crosswicks,  the  principal 
village  within  the  limits  of  the  Township  (Chesterfield 
Township)  is  pleasantly  located  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
Township  on  Crosswicks  Creek  and  about  4  miles  from 
Boraentown.  It  was  first  settled  in  1881  by  a  few  members 
of  the  Society  of  Friends  with  their  families.  It  grew  to 
be  a  place  of  some  importance,  even  in  those  early  days, 
for  in  October,  1718,  the  General  Assembly  met  there." 

Smith's  History  of  T-T .  J . M  on  pare  408  reads:  "The 
general  assembly  met  at  Crosswicks  in  l/lrs  the  smallpox 
being,  at  Burlington  at  that  time."

"During  the  Revolutionary  War  Crosswicks  became  a 
place  of  historical  note.  The  true  Indian  na  >e  of 
Crosswicks  is  supposed  to  be  Clossweeksunr ,  a  separation." 

In  1888  Anthony  Poodward  had  conveyed  to  hin  as  n  t_  if t 
200  acres  of  land  at  or  near  the  village,  by  his  father 
in  law  Thomas  Fouike,  and  it  is  probable  he  first  settled 
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there ,  though  about  that  time  be  bought  a  tract  of  ^00 
acres  between  the  old  York  Road  and  Doctors  Greek  and  a 
lari  er  tract,  also  on  the  north  side  of  the  Crooswicks" 

Up  to  this  point  we  have  Anthony  Woodward  ot  "est  Jersey,  liter 

Burlington  County. 

In  If- 98,  Anthony  Woodward  purchased  of  William  Dockwra, 
the  great  Dockwra  tract,  extending  from  a  point  on 
Crosswicks  Creek  at  Fowlers  Bridge,  near  Ellisdale,  along 
the  old  Province,  Keith’s  or  County  Line,  to  where  said 
line  intersects  Crosswicks  Creek,  about  half  way  between 
New  Egypt  end  Cooksto wn,  a  distance  of  seven  miles,  being 
bounded  on  the  west  by  the  Province  Line,  and  on  all 
other  sides  bv  Crosswicks  Creek,  for  the  sum  of  L  880 
current  silver  money.  This  tract  now  (1882)  contains  some 
of  the  finest  farms  in  the  state.  This  was  then  a  wild 
country  with  no  sign  of  civilization  except  the  marks 
cut  by  Keiths  men  upon  the  trees  to  indicate  the  Province 
Line.  The  old  Indian  path  from  Burlington  to  Shrewsbury 
and  Middletown,  run  a  little  south  of  and  parallel  to 
the  present  Recklosstown  road,  from  the  old  York  road  to 
the  Province  Lino  road,  and  crossed  this  tract  a  little 
north  of  the  house  built  by  Joseph  W.  Reckless,  and 
recently  purchased  and  now  occupied  by  B.r .Woodward  (1878). 

A  little  south  of  this  frdmoe  Anthony  V'oodward  built  his 
cabin.  This  trail,  although  only  a  bridle  path, was  the 
only  road  through  the  entire  country  for  many  miles,  and 
upon  it  and  the  path  from  the  "Falls”  to  the  Raritan  River

passed  all  the  travel  between  the  Hudson  and  Delaware  Rivers. 
The  lion.  George  Sykes,  in  his  history  of  the  Woodward's 
says:  "The  late  Robert  Woodward  who  died  in  18^1,  once 
told  hi  that  several  of  the  proprietors  of  Bast  Jersey  on 
their  way  backwards  and  forwards  on  business  to  Burlington, 
passed  by  the  cabin  of  his  great  grandfather,  Anthony 

Woodward,  and  there  being  no  public  house  on  the  path,

called  and  took  a  meal  and  fed  their  horses,  often  staying 

i 

all  night,  he  being  of  a  hospitable  disposition  and  better 
able  and  ;v  lling  to  accomodate  them  than  most  of  the  inhab- 
itatnts  on  the  road,  for  which  he  would  never  take  any  compen¬ 
sation  though  often  urged  to  do  so.  At  an  early  date  he 
located  y\  acres  of  Cedar  Swamp,  the  first  location  ever 
made  find  upon  having  it  surveyed  by  William  Kmley  and 
applying  to  the  proprietors  in  the  usual  manner  for  a  title, 
they  immediately  ordered  the  title  to  be  made  out  to  him 
and  recorded,  refusing  to  receive  any  compensation,  as  an 
offset  for  his  hospitality.  When  we  remember  that  in  those 
days  there  was  no  newspapers  published  in  the  Province, 
and  but  very  few  books  to  be  had,  it  must  have  been  a  great 
pleasure  to  one  residing  far  out  in  the  woods,  to  have  had 
travelers  fresh  from  Burlington,  Shrewsbury  and  Amboy, 
then  the  great  centers  of  information,  to  stop  over  night 
at  hi3  cabin.  And  equally  acceptable  was  the  hospitalities 
extended  to  the  traveler  who  had  Journeyou  on  horseback 
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through  the  lonely  woods.”  Mr.  Tykes  further  re:. irks: 

"From  his  signature  I  should  Judge  he  had  a  fair  education, 
though  perhaps  he  was  not  what  we  should  call  a  highly 
educated  man.  Tradition  represents  him  as  man  of  kind, 
liberal  and  enlarged  views.  Except  some  of  the  largest 
proprietors,  he  certainly  was  the  largest  land  holders 
among  the  actual  settlers.  He  had  considerable  money  at 
interest  at  his  death,  and  he  is  styled  ’’Gentleman”  in 
some  of  the  deeds.  Besides  the  properties  before  mentioned 
he  owned  at  least  three  farms,  one  of  which  laid  immediately 
west  of  the  present  village  of  Allentown.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  General  Assembly  for  the  eastern  division  during  the 
stormy  times  of  Lord  Cornbury.  (See  Smith's  History  of  Hew 
Jers  yp.28;5.)  Anthony  Woodward  died  in  1729*  aged  72  years. 
He  had  six  sons i\ Thomas  Woodward , ^-Samuel  Woodward, 3 William 
Woodward, T John  Woodward, ^Joseph  Woodward  and  three  daughters: 
Elizabeth  Woodward,  Clemence  Woodward  and  Mary  Woodward. 

By  his  will,  proved  March  27,  1750,  he  deviseu  his 
farm  of  d-00  acres  to  hi3  wife  Hannah,  in  fee  with  other 
lands.  This  homestead  farm  was  designated  by  the  name  of 
"Ashford”,  after  the  town  near  which  he  lived  in  England. 

Hannah  Woodward,  nee  Faoulke,  the  widow  of  this 
Anthony  Woodward,  died  the  latter  part  of  the  3uramer  of 
1700,  at  an  advanced  age.  By  her  will,  proved  Sept.  >0,  17r>0 
she  gave  the  residue  of  her  estate  to  her  three  above 
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named  gradnchildren ,  Anne,  Apollo  and  Joseph,  She 
survived  her  husband  upward  of  twenty-five  years* 

"The  homestead  cabin  was  burned  down  a  few  years 
prior  to  her  death,  and  she  being  entirely  blind,  was 
led  from  it  by  one  of  her  grandchildren. 

"The  Hon.  George  Sykes  in  his  "History  of  the 

Woodward  Family  of  Burlington  County,  n.J." ,  wrote  as 

follows:  "Anthony  Woodward,  the  ancestor,  was  the 

first  white  settler  on  the  2500  acre  tract  he  purchaser 

of  William  DocJcwra,  and  the  first  house  on  that  property 

was  built  by  him.  It  stood  a  few  feet  southeasterly  or 

southerly  from  the  mansion  house  on  the  homestead  farm 

late  of  Jos.  W,  Reckless,  Jno.  ■>.  Cox  and  now  owned  by 

Budd  fill  inn  Woodward.  The  cellar  hole  w as  pointed  out  to 

me  a  few  years  since,  where  it  stood.  It  was  built  and 

occupied  by  Anthony  Woodward  up  to  the  tine  of  hie  death 

in  1750,  and  by  his  widow,  Hannah  Woouward,  and  son  Joseph 

until  about  the  year  1750,  when  it  took  fire  and  burned 

down.  My  friend  Israel  J.  Woodward  has  informed  me  that  his 

grandfather,  Israel  Y/oodward,  who  died  at  an  advanced  age 

(about  year  181o)  once  told  him  he  renumbered  being  at 

the  fire,  and  seeing  some  person  lead  his  grandmother, 

Hannah  Woodward,  who  was  an  old  woman  and  quite  blind,  out

of  the  house  while  it  was  on  fire."  The  Israel  Woodward  , 
mentioned  above,  was  a  son  of  Anthony  Woodward  and  a  grand 
son  of  the  fir:  t  Anthony  Woodward. 
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In  the  New  Jersey  Archives,  Vol.  XXI-  Calendar- 
New  Jersey  Records-  1684-1709 ♦  299-appears  as  follows; 

”1598-9,  Feb.  7,  feed ,  William  Dockwra,  of  London ,  by 
John  Reid,  his  attorney,  to  Anthony  Woodward,  of  Fast 
Jersey,  for  2,900  acres  in  Monmouth  County.  W .  the 
partition  line,  on  all  others  sides  Oroswwick  Creek.” 

This  accounts  for  where  Anthony  w oodwar  1  built  his 
cabin  in  East  Jersey,  later  Monmouth  County,  alone;  the 
Province  or  Keith  Line,  the  cabin  and  400  acre  homestead 
being  on  the  East  side  of  the  Province  or  Keith  Line, 
now  a  road  between  the  present  towns  of  Blliadale  and 
Arneytown,  N.J.  On  the  ^ast  side  of  this  road  one  is  in 
Monmouth  County  and  on  the  West  died  of  thin  road  one  is 


in  Burlington  County. 

A.s  I  hive  previously  stated  the  original  homestead 
cabin  of  Anthony  Woodward  built  on  the  old  Dockwra  tract 
subsequent  to  1898,  was  destroyed  by  fire  about  1790. 

Prior  to  the  time  Anthony  Woodward  lived  in  his  cabin 
on  the  Dockwra  tract  we  can  consider  him  a  resident  ol 
West  Jersey,  or  Burlington  County.  After  ho  acquired 
the  Dockwra  tract  and  moved  to  his  cabin,  he  was  of  East 
Jersey,  later  Monmouth  County,  as  shown  by  the  Dockwra

Major  Evan  M .  Woodward  on  page  189  of  his  book  "Bordentown 
anu  Its  Environs” (1876),  which  I  have  previously  .referred 
to,  made  no  statement  indicating  Anthony^  Woodward,  son  of 
William  Woodward,  and  husband  of  Increase  (Dennis)  Woodward, 
joined  tne  king's  Troops  and  his  property  was  confiscated  in 
1779.  He  only  mentions  what  he  found  in  the  records  of 
chesterfield  Monthly  Meeting  1  mo.  1st  1778,  which  I  have 
quoted  on  previous  pages  of  this  manuscript. 

In  a  book  entitled  “Biographical  Sketches  of  Loyalists 
of  the  American  Revolution  with  an  Historical  Essay"  published 
by  Little,  Brown  &  Co.,  Boston,  Mass.,  (1864)  the  author 
of  which  book  was  Lorenzo  Sabine,  Vol.  2,  page  '+55 ,  this 
author  wrote  as  follows:

A  Quaker  of  Monmouth  County,  Hew  Jersey, 
who  was  obliged  to  abandon  his  property  because  of  his 
loyalty.  He  joined  the  British  Army  in  1 7/6.  He  was 
declared  guilty  of  high  treason  by  the  I1  tote  of  New  Jersey

There  was  another  Anthony^  Woodward,  a  son  of 
William  Woodward,  who  carried  arris  in  defense  during  the 
Revolutionary  War.  Both  Anthony  Woodward,  son  of  William 
Woodward  and  Anthony  Woodward  son  of  Anthony  Woodward 
were  members  of  the  Chesterfield  Monthly  Meeting,  of 
Cross wicks ,  New  Jersey. 
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I  think  nt  this  point  I  should  odd  the  Quaker  Meeting 
Minutes  of  1  no  1st  day,  1773,  which  refers  to  Anthony 
Woodward,  son  of  William  Woodward.

"Anthony  doodward  non  of  7/ill i an  Woodward  produced 
an  acknowledgement  condemning  hin  being  so  far  in  the 
spirit  of  war  as  to  carry  arms  in  show  of  Defense,  which 
was  read  and  received." 

In  a  book  entitled  "Biographical  Sketches  of 
Loyalists  of  the  American  Revolution  vyith  an  Historical 
I'ssny"  by  ~uthor  Lorenzo  Sabine,  published  by  Little, 
Brown  and  Company,  Boston,  18r>a,  this  author  wrote  on 
page  !Viy\  as  follows: 

"Woodward,  Jesse.  Of  Monmouth  County,  Hew  Jors  y. 

His  ancestor  cane  to  America  three  years  after  William 
•Penn,  and  built  a  stone  house,  which  is  (18'4-7)  s till 
standing.  He  was  a  man  of  consequence  in  his  neighbor¬ 
hood,  and  was  employed  by  Lord  Cornwallis  to  contract 
for  stores  and  forage  for  the  Royal  army.  When  his  Lord- 
ship  left  that  part  of  the  country,  considerable  sums 
were  due  to  persons  of  whom  Mr.  Woodward  had  made  pur¬ 
chases,  for  which  he  was  held  accountable;  and  unable 
to  make  payments,  ho  was  imprisoned  by  the  Whig  author¬ 
ities,  and  remained  in  confinement  three  years.  In  1785 
he  removed  to  Beaver  Harbor,  Hew  Brunswick  and  thence  to 
St.  John,  where  he  died.  He  belonged  to  the  Religious 
Society  of  the  Friends,  or  Quakers. 
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Thif..  is  the  Jesse^  Woodward,  son  of  William^ 

Woodwax d,  rei erred  to  in  the  Quaker  Meeting  minutes 
°L  ^77  7  no.  3  and  9  mo.  4,  previously  stated. 

Author  Sabine,  in  the  same  book  on  page  454  wrote: 
"Woodward,  Jesse.  Of  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey.  Son 
ol  Jesse .  After  receiving  a  good  education,  he  chose 
a  seaman's  life,  and  was  absent  on  a  voyage  at  the 
beginning  of  the  struggle,  and  remained  abroad  until  it 
closed.  Ills  political  sympathies  were,  however,  on  the 
eiae  of  the  Crown,  and  he  joined  his  father's  f family 
in  emigrating  to  New  Brunswick.  lie  settled  at  St.  John, 
and  was  a  shipmaster.  He  removed  to  Halifax  in  1808; 
and  died  in  AX rica  in  1832.  Three  son3  and  six  daughters 
survived  him.  His  son  Isaac  Woodward,  of  3t.  John,  was 
recently  a  County  member  of  the  House  of  Assembly." 

In  a  book  entitled  "This  Old  Monmouth  of  Ours",  bv

author  William  S.  Horner  (1932)  published  by  Moreau 
Brothers,  Freehold,  N.J.  this  author  wrote  on  page  359 
as  follows:  "Jesse  Woodward  (19)  son  of  William  (5), 
married  Mary  Cheshire.  Ho  was  also  a  Tory  and  joined 
the  British  armed  forces.  He  had  two  sons,  both  active 
Tories.  Isaac  (35),  who  died  in  New  Brunswick,  Canada, 
leaving  a  family  afterwards  prominent;  and  John  (36). 

In  a  book  entitled  "Bordentown  and  Its  Environs", 
author  Major  Evan^  Morrison  Woodward,  (1876)  which  book 
is  in  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania ,  13th  and

Woodward  and 
Us  family  to  show  just  how  various  authors  wrote  con¬ 
cerning  him  and  because  of  his  connection  (Jesse? 
Woodward)  with  the  Chesterfield  Monthly  Meeting  and 
what  appears  in  the  Chesterfield  Monthly  Meeting  Minutes 
of  7  mo.3  and  9  mo.  4,  1777,  Anthony  Woodward, son  of 
Anthony  Woodward  being  mentioned  in  both  of  these 
Quaker  Meeting  minutes. 

All  that  Author  William  E.  Horner  wrote  about 
Anthony  Woodward  son  of  Anthony  Woodward  in  his  genealogy 
of  the  Woodward  Family  in  his  book  -This  Old  Monmouth 
of  Ours",  (193?)  on  page  359  is  as  follows,-  "Anthony 
Woodward  (32)  son  of  Anthony  (i0)  married  Jeborah 
'Vi Ilians,  of  Shrewsbury.  They  had  at  least  one  child, 
George  (dp).  This  author  has  the  wrong  maiden  name 
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for  hia  wife. 
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Major  Ev'ta  Morrison  Woodward  in  his  b  ok  "Bordentow n 
and  Its  Environs",  previously  mentioned,  on  page  191

wrote:  "Anthony  Woodward  married  Deborah  Williams,  of 
{Shrewsbury.  His  son  George^  married  Jemima  Shinn."  Thi 
is  all  he  wrote  about  Anthony'*  Woodward,  son  of  Anthony 
Woodward.  he,  like  author  Horner,  has  tho  wrong  maiden 
name  of  his  wife,  which  should  have  been  Deborah"'*  Tilton 
It  looks  as  though  author  Horner  in  1952  followed  what 
Major  E.M. Wood ward  wrote  in  18 76. 

Up  to  this  point  the  only  author  I  have  noted  who 
stated  at  the  peace  Anthony  Woodward  settled  in  New 
Brunsv7ick,  Canada,  was  Lorenzo  Sabine  in  his  book 
published  in  1864  page  455  and  he  did  not  establish 
which  Anthony  Woodward  this  was .

Author  Horner  does  not  disclose  the  source  of  the  facts 
l>o  has  stated,  but  certainly  he  got  this  data  from 

what  some  other  author  or  authority  wrote  at  a  much 
earlier  date. 


"Raid  on  Sandy  Rook." 

Th..  re  v/  io  a  brief  interval  about  January  8  ot  9th 
1760,  in  which  the  outer  waters  of  the  Lower  Bay  and 
those  about  Sandy  Hook  were  comparatively  free  from  - 
ice,  which  had  been  swept  out  to  sea  after  being  broken 
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UP  in  th°  latG  8evera  °toru.  At  this  tme  Major  Lee 
of  the  Rogers  or  Dragoons,  set  on  foot  one  of  those 
exploits  to  be  executed  at  a  point  distant  from  his 
headquarters  (  at  that  time  probably  near  Burlington) 

hlCh  h°  ',nd  IUs  nen  had  already  become  famous. 
Acting  on  information,  he  sent  a  small  detachment  of 

PS  to  make  a  daring  visitation  on  Sandy  Hook. 

ThS  Part*Y  W8°  C°mp08<5d  of  »  sergeant ,  a  corporal  and 
eight  men.  They  reached  the  Hook  by  boat,  and  landed 

within  a  half-mile  of  the  light  house.  Once  on  shore 
proceeded  directly  to  the  house  that  was  the 
objective  of  their  expedition.  They  silently  surrounded 
this,  then  .approaching  the  door,  summoned  the  occupants 
to  surrender.  These,  seven  in  number,  made  no  resistance 
nor  any  attempt  to  reach  their  weapons.  Soon  they  were 
beinf|  hordo<1’  their  arms  bound  behind  their  backs, 
toward  the  waiting  boats,  under  guard  of  two  men.  Among 
them  was  a  non  of  Anthony  Woodward." 

"The  others  of  the  American  party  quickly  and 
thoroughly  searched  the  premises.  They  found  packages 
of  dry  goods  and  small  wares,  which  bore  evidence  that 
they  had  been  sent  from  Hew  Tork  in  the  course  of  a 
reguiar  trade.  They  also  found  a  quantity  of  specie. 
Besides  those,  they  found  a  large  amount  of  counter¬ 
feit  Continental  currency-over  in  face  value. 

All  this  with  their  prisoners,  they  brought  aw-ay  in 
their  boat  without  being  molested.  The  origin  of  the 
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counter! eits  was  not  di 3 cove red. " 

"Anthony  Woodward  Captured" 

"Anthony  Woodward  was  a  member  of  the  well-known 
Monmouth  County  Quaker  family  of  that  name.  He  was 
either  a  son  or  grandson  ol*  the  Anthony  'food ward,  of 
Upper  Freehold ,  who  died  in  1730.  He  was,  I  think,  the 
sane  nan  who,  some  ton  years  or  so  before  breaking  out 
of  the  involution,  became  involved  in  a  contention 
witn  Sheriff  Daniel  Ellis, (£oon  of  Rowland).  Woodward 
being  the  complainant.  This  affair  was  brought  before 

the  Governor  and  his  Council,  where  it  was  decided

against  Woodward.  This  Anthony  abandoned  his  property 
in  Monmouth  and  Joined  the  Kings  forces  in  1776.  He 
was  a  large  land  holder,  owning  several  plantations. 
These  were  sold  under  confiscation  procedure  in  1779 
and  brought  upwards  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  in 
gold." 

"Several  of  his  sons  likewise  served  with  the  British 
and  some  of  them  settled  in, Canada  after  the  war.  The 
son  in  question  taken  by  Major  Lee’s  party  at  Sandy 
Hook,  was,  T  believe,  Anthony  Wood7;ard,  Jr.,  who  it 
is  probable,  had  lived  in  Shrewsbury  Township  before 
the  beginning  of  hostilities."  (unquote)

pa^e  08  is  talking  about  a  Continental  Army  Officer 
named  Henry  Lee  (175*-1G18)  who  was  in  New  Jersey  in 
August ,  1779.

Major  E.M.  Woodward  was  born  either  in  1828  or  1851  in 
Philadelphia ,  Ho  died  August  18,  1904  and  his  death 
certificate  shows  his  age  as  7*S  indicating  ho  was  born 
in  1828.  However  a  government  record  concerning  hia 
Civil  War  Military  service  shows  he  was  born  in  Phil¬ 
adelphia,  Pa.  in  1851*  With  his  grandfather  George' 
Woodward,  deceased  in  1817  and  his  grand-mother,  Margaret 
(Mount)  Woodward  deceased  as  of  1850,  it  in  clear  Major 
E.M. Woodward  did  not  get  the  facts  concerning  his 
grand-mother,  Margaret  (Mount)  Woodward,  from  either  of 
his  gsnnd  parents. 

However,  the  father  of  Major  Evan  Morrison  'Woodward

James  Buries  Woodward,  was  born  11-15-1790,  and  he  was 
27  years  old  when  his  father  George  Woodward  died  and  he 
was  40  years  old  when  his  mother,  Margaret  (Mount) 
Woodward  died.

One  cannot 
bet  much  closer  to  local  Revolutionary  service  than 
this  and  I  therefore  think  what  Major  Evan  Morrison 
Woodward  wrote  in  187S  concerning  his  grand-mother, 
Margaret  (Mount)  Woodward  should  be  accepted  as  true  and 
accurate  Revolutionary  Service.  Major  Evan  Morrison 
Woodward  was  the  author  of  "The  History  of  Burlington 
bounty:  published  in  1685,  and  he  can  cert, inly  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  man  who  knew  a  great  deal  about  historical 
facts  in  and  about  Burling. ton  County  and  part,  if  not 
all  of  Monmouth  County.  Ho  resid  d  between  Ellisdale  and 
Arueytown  on  the  Monmouth  County  side  of  the  Monmouth- 
Burlington  County  line. 

I  now  quote  what  Major  E.M. Woodward  wrote  in  his 
book  "Bordentown  and  Its  Environs"  on  pages  i;l-lop 
concerning  George5  Woodward  and  his  wife  Margaret  (Mount)

Margaret  (Mount)  Woodward,  the  grand-mother  of  Author

"Ghe  was  born,  near  .Miauletown,  Monmouth  County,  in 
1735,  and  died  at  '.  bite  Mill,  on  the  Delaware,  May  d-th

minutes  in  the  C.M.R.;  G  mo  3th  1781  '’The  fr winds  app¬ 
ointed  report  they  informed  George  Woodward  of  the 
charges  against  him,  he  having  married  contrary  to 
Discipline  to  a  woman  not  in  membership  with  us,  the 
oaid  friends  informed  he  was  married  by  a  driest,  therefore 
this,  meeting  disowns  him  the  said  George  Wood ward  iron 
being  a  member  of  our  religious  society  until  he  comes 
to  a  sense  of  his  Errors  and  condemns  the  sane  a3 
discipline  directs •  "  (She  initials  above  C.M.R.  reier

"Margaret  Mount  was  of  a  Patriotic  family,  not  le3S 
than  fifteen  of  her  relatives  serving  in  the  Revolutionary 
army*  Her  brother  Colonel  Timothy  Mount ,  was  one  of 
Washington's  most  trusted  confidential  agents,  he

receiving  from  him  a  letter  stating  he  had  ' rendered  most 
imx^ortant  service  in  the  cause",  in  recognition  cf 
which  congress  grandted  him  a  large  tract  of  land  in 
Ohio.  It  is  traditional  of  him  he  formed  a  daring  plot 
to  seize  General  Arnold  in  Now  fork;  ana  carry  him  into 
our  lines.  For  this  purpose  he  entered  the  City  in 
disguise,  and  obtained  the  position  of  bar-tender, 
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at  a  tavern,  frequented  by  the  General  and  other  British 

oificers.  Two  nighlc  were  fixed  upon  to  carry  the  scheme

into  execution,  his  confederates,  shoremen  from  Monmouth 
County,  coming  over  in  a  large  swift  barge  to  assist  and 
convey  the  prisoner  across  the  bay.

"The  country  around  Middletown,  and  Shrewsbury  was 


filled  with  partisans,  both  Tory  and  Whig,  active  and 
bitter  in  their  hostilities.  The  patriots  were  contin¬ 


ually  receiving  information  of  the  British,  and  suspicion 
was  created  that  Margaret  Mount  was  one  of  the  channels 
through  which  it  was  conveyed.  One  night  a  party  of

horsemen  came  to  her  father's  house,  searched  her  bed 


and  discovered  a  letter  she  was  to  deliver  the  next 
morning.  She  and  the  young  lady  friend  who  had  brought 
the  letter  were  taken  prisoners  and  carried  off.  The 
next  night  they  escaped  from  the  house  they  were  confined 
in,  and  concealing  themselves  in  a  corn  field,  eluded 
the  pursuit  of  the  cavalry.  Margaret  fearing  to  return 
home  was  concealed  in  the  houses  of  her  friends  until 
the  enemy  left  the  neighborhood.  It  was  during  this 
period  she  met  her  future  husband." 

From  the  marriage  record  quoted  her  future  husband 
turned  out  to  be  George  Woodward,  son  of  Anthony 
Woodward .
